Government Employes Favored Certain People With the 


Privilege of Fishing There, but without Authority 


Refused to Allow the Public Same Rights 


The .preliminary 
examination of 


Chaffer and Pike fortae murder of 
Ed Murphy at the government dam 
two weeks ago, was held by Justice 
of the Peace Frank Bell yesterday, 
and resulted in the holding of Chaffer 
as principal, and Pike as accessory, 
to await the action of the grand jury. 


The same witnesses as those who 


testified before tne coroner's jury im- 
mediately after the killing, Were M 
the stand yesterday, and their test!" 
many was much the same as given at 
the time, with the exception of in- 
teresting admissions drawn out un- 
der the cross-c-xamlnation by Attor- 
ney Boyd who is comluctlng the de- 
fense of the defendants. 


He Couldn't Remember. 


Oto Burg, a carpenter in the em- 


ploy of the government at the dam, 
testifleJ that he had seen the shoot- 
ing, and some of the incidents which 
immediately preceded it, 
but 
when 


cross questioned could not remember 
whetheh or not he had talked with 
anyone concerning the matter since 
that time, and could not remember 
whether or not he had talked about 
"nis evidence with the district attorney. 


Doctors Byce and Tyson testified 


regarding the nature of the wounds 
which caused the death of Murphy, 
their evidence being a repltition of 
that glvjeh at the time'of the inquest. 


"Let Hton: Have It, Shoot Him." 
James Lowe, testified that hei 'had 


been a sub-foreman at the dam under 
Murphy, and had been present at tho 
time of the shooting. 


He testified tha.1;, at the time the 


shooting occurred, Chaffer had thrown 
a copy of the fish laws to Murphy, and 
had told him to'read them. Murphy 
had paid 
no attention to them, and 


had kept on advancing toward Chaffer, 
when Pike' had said: 
"Let him have 


It 
Shoot him. I will stand by you." 


He knew nothing of any Instruc- 


tions to keep people from fishing nl 
the dam, and had never received such 
instructions n,imself. 


Lu Harling, who said 
Ivo 
was 
in 


charge of the dam, stated that he had 
received orders fro mEngineer Tay- 
lor to keep people from fishing there, 
but that ho had never given Murphy 
orders to do tlie same. 


Irregularities Intimated. 


. Harllngs hour of trial came when 


ho .cami> under the cross fire of Boyd, 
who asked same very pointed ques- 
tions concerning the right or author- 
ity under which 
the 
witness acted 


when he told people they woulJ 'no' 
be allowed to fish from the dam, or 
inside the fence enclosing it, and still 
more embarrasing questions 
as 
to 


what use had been made of that au- 
thority. 


"Is it not a fact, Mr. Harling, that 


permits were issued to certain persons 
to nsh the.re?" asked the attorney. 


"No, sir." 
."Whose duty Is it to ral?e and lower 


the gates of the dam?" 


"Mine." 
"Is It not a fact that you have 


lowered those gates at tlmo to give 
certain persons, fishing for the Reno 
market, a chance to fish?" 


"No sir. I never did that." 
"Do you kftow a blacksmith in the 


employ of the government there nam- 
ed Kelly?" 


"Yes,1 


A Peculiar Admission 


"Did you, at any time, give any per- 


son permission to fls'n there?" 


"Yes," this answer was given after 


several minute's 
hesitation, 
durinu 


which the witness seemed to be doing 
some hard thinking. 


"Do you know of any permits beinf» 


Issued to any person, or persons to 
fish there?"

The witness was $iaveid thi necessity 


of ;answering this question by an ob- 
jection from the district 
attorney 


'after,,.the witness 
had 
hesitated a 


minute or two, and the objection was* 
finally sustained by the/ court. 
^ 


The witness further stated that he 


had been In the habit of warning fish- 
erman from the ground immediately 
[below that reserved by the govern. 
ment 
He had clone this by virtue of 


lease held by his father from the 
railroad, undor the terms of 'Which 
campers were not allowed on 
the 


ground. 
/ 


Murphy Had No Authority. 


To his knowledge no . instructions 


had ever been given anyone but him- 
self to keep people from1 fishing thera; 
and he had never instructed Murphy 
to do so. He was not always there, 
and during his absence he laft no oi»« 
|In charge of the dam. 
, 


Murphy had been at the dam in the 


capacity of foreman of the repair crew 
during the twenty-two days proceeding 
his death. 


j 
At the time of the shooting,-, the wit- 


ness testified thaj he had been re- 
pairing a fence, and that James Lowe 
had been working with some men i*? 
pairing a road with brush, and when 
Murphy got Into the quarrel with thd 
fishermen, he had1 started 
for 
the 


scene with the shovel and had re- 
marked to Lowe, who had come down 
•from Mils work with the fork, that 
"He guessed they would have to gr 
down and keep the crowd of Murphy." 


At about this stage of the proceed- 


ings, the district attorney offered nu- 
merous abjections to the. questions; 
which brought out fne fact that Jus- 
tice Bell, was sitting ;merely as a com* 
mitting magistrate, and not as a trial 
judge, and in answer to one of the 
district 
attorney's 
objections, 
tha 


court said. 


Morun Called Down, 


"Mr. District Attorney, I want 
to 


know If I am sitting as committing 
magistrate. If I am, I want a full 
explanation of all the facts andiclrcumf 
stances surrounding this affair. You 
will have just the same privileges as 
Attorney Boyd. I overrule the ob- 
jection." 


The witness stated he had heard 


Pike say to Chaffer, when he had his 
gun In his hand, and just before the 
fatal shot was fired: 


"Let him have It. Shoot him." 
He had warned Pike before the 


shooting no.t to fish there, but had 
never warned Chaffer. 


Deputy Sheriff 
Mitchell, who re- 


ceived the surrender of both the boys, 
told of that incident, but knew noth-. 
ing about- the shooting, 


George Mayer, 
another 
employe( 
stated that he had been very sore 
about the shooting of Murphy, and 
had told Pike afterward that If he 
had been there with 
a 
thirty-two 


\yhen thoy had come, the shooting 
might not have taken place, as he 
would nave "covered" Chaffer and 
could have easily "got him" before he 
shot Murphy. 


The Gun Not Produced. 


At the close of this witness" testi- 


mony the state rested its, case and 
the defendants .were remanded to tho 
custody of the sheriff, admitted to ball 
in the sum of $10.000 In the case of 
Chaffer and $15,000 In the case at 
Pike. 


It was a noticeable fact that at no 


tlmo during the. examination .'did tlte 
state call for the exhibits used at tne 
inquest, these consisting of the gun 
from which was fired" the shot which 
killed Murphy, and the pieces of bul- 
let extracted from his head.
